In the near future, the Presi- 


~ dent will ask Congress to consider 


a fundamental revision in our sil- 
ver coinage. This will entail a 
difficult decision, for our silver 
coinage system has been in effect, 
with minor changes, since the very 
first Coinage Act of the Republic 
in 1792. 

As recently as a year ago, 
Administration spokesmen were 
overly optimistic about the ade- 
quacy of Treasury silver stocks; 
but as these have been drawn 
down, the Administration has 
been re-examining the future of 
U. S. coinage with a sense of 
urgency. Specific recommenda- 
tions to Congress are expected in 
April. 

Consideration will, it is expect- 
ed, be given to minting our coins 
with a lower silver content than 
they have had traditionally or 
swinging over to cheaper ma- 
terials for some of them. Alter- 
natively, as some suggest, silver 
could be abandoned altogether. 

To grasp the rather intricate 
and ticklish problem the United 
States is facing, it is helpful to 
recapitulate briefly the dramatic 
developments in silver over the 
past few years. In November 1961, 
the U. S. Treasury suspended sil- 
ver sales to domestic industrial 
users at $0.91 a fine ounce, which 
it had been making from its 
“free” or ‘“nonmonetized” stocks, 
i.e., stocks not required as back- 
ing for silver certificates. The de- 
cision was precipitated by threat- 
ened exhaustion of these stocks 
as a result of constant growth in 
our silver currency circulation and 
rising sales for use in domestic 


arts and industry. By September 
1963, the buying price of silver 
in the New York market had 
risen from $0.9162 an ounce prior 
to the suspension of Treasury 
sales to slightly above $1.2929, 
the monetary value or silver. ‘Lhe 
spot price has since remained un- 
changed while prices for distant 
futures on the New York market 
have fluctuated between 5 and 9 
cents above $1.293. 


standard silver dollar has 


a market value of one dollar; if 


the price were to move higher, the 
silver content of the coin, disre- 
garding the cost of melting, would 
be worth more than its value as 
money. On the other hand, sub- 
sidiary coins — half dollars, quar- 
ters and dimes — would not be 
worth their silver content unless 
the price of the metal rose to 
$1.3824. Defacing coins is unlaw- 
ful, but not melting them down. 

The $1.2929 monetary value is 
also the price at which the U. S. 
Treasury is legally required to re- 
deem, in silver, paper money in 
the form of silver certificates 
presented by the public for re- 
demption. In actual practice, the 
Treasury meets all orders for sil- 
ver at $1.2929 while simultaneous- 
ly redeeming equivalent amounts 
of silver certificates. 

For the past year and a half, sil- 
ver has thus been at a price where 
the U. S. Treasury, through re- 
demption of silver certificates, has 
become a residual supplier for de- 
mand in excess of commercial of- 
ferings of silver. Since exports

The U. S. Silver Gap 

Underlying the rise in the price 
of silver are insufficient output 
and a sharp rise in consumption 
of the metal. Silver output in the 
United States has in each of the 
past five years held at somewhat 
over 35 million ounces. On the 


other hand, industrial consump- 
tion (net) has been expanding > 
steadily while silver usage for 


coinage has of late experienced a 
veritable surge. 

Coinage has been expanded Lo 
meet a serious lack of small 
change. Circulating coins — not 
only subsidiary silver but also 
minor coins (nickels and pennies) 
— have more than doubled dur- 
ing the postwar years, reaching 
$3.4 billion or $17.60 per capita 


in December 1964. This, however, 
has uc veeNn ChOugu, ui large 
part because of the growth of 
jobs and incomes and the increas- 
ed uses to which coins are put — 
vending machines, tolls, etc. Over 
the past twelve months, some of 
the 235 miliion Kennedy half dol- 
lars, with a content of about 8) 
million ounces of silver, have been 
squirreled away as mementos. To 
remedy the shortage, the Bureau 
of the Mint will, in the present 
fiscal year ending next June, 
double the rate of coinage produc- 
tion; according to of:icial assur- 
ances, it has the capability to re- 
double production. To discourage 
coin hoarding, legislation was en- 
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acted last August to retain the 
date 1964 on all new coins until 
the shortage ends. 

Interest in coin collecting and 
hoarding was spurred by the well- 
publicized drain of silver dollars 
from the U. S. Treasury. Of the 
total supply of 485 million stand- 
ard silver dollars, only 3 million 
are left in the Treasury’s vaults; 
none has been minted since 1935. 
In March 1964, with Treasury 
coffers almost emptied, the Sec- 


retary under an option by the 
1963 silver legislation, decreed = 
that silver certificates hence- ~~ 


forth would be redeemable only 
in silver bullion. 


To take care of the require- 
ments of coinage and to meet the 
needs of industry, withdrawals 
of Treasury silver in exchange 
for silver certificates have be- 
come increasingly necessary. The 
U. S. Treasury’s total silver stocks 
(bullion as well as coin) declined 
last year by 366 million ounces — 
a reduction of 23 per cent. On 
February 23, 1965, there remain- 
ed 1,161 million ounces in the 
Treasury’s vaults. At the rate of 
depletion over the past twelve 
months, the Treasury stocks 
would be nearing exhaustion in 
about three years — or even soon- 
er if a part of present stocks were 
set aside as a strategic reserve for 
national emergency.

In recent years, the minting of 
silver coins of relatively large 
denominations has been resumed 
in a number oi countries, includ- 
ing Austria, France, Germany, 
Italy, Mexico and Japan, but with

NE of the most interesting news 
_ WV articles in recent weeks was the 
announcement that the Canadian 
- Mint cut off all orders for 1965 
- prooflike sets a scant two or three 
hours after their offices were 
opened on the morning of January 
2, 1965. In the next two days alone 
over a million letters were return- 
ed; most of the letters presumably 
containing the maximum order 
this year of five sets. The Royal 
Canadian Mint in Ottawa made 
the announcement that approxi- 
mately two million sets will be 
struck during 1965. If this is so, 
- the issue was then probably over- 
subscribed three to five times! 
Such an early cut-off date and 
~ guch a tremendous’ oversubscrip- 
tion rate is probably unique in the 
annals of numismatics. 
Previously, it has been the case 
with both United States Mint and 
the Royal Canadian Mint that col- 
-__ Jectors who had their orders to the 
- - mint by January 1st were assured 
of receiving sets ordered up to a 
- maximum quota. Never before 
were set orders rejected on the 
very fir ay 7 issue.

- most collectors or investors. Few 
‘people were interested in the sets, 
and fewer yet took the time to 
~ order them. 

To go back a bit further... 1954 
is the first year in which a sizable 
quantity of prooflike sets was 
sold to collectors. In that year 7,- 
426 sets were sold. Previous to 
this coins were available from the 
mint but more often than not peo- 


ly selected uncirculated coins ra- 
ther than ones minted with special 
care to insure a proof surface. 

= Thus, many people who write to- 
sale day stating that they ordered 
ze coins in 1951, 1952 and 1953 from 
the Ottawa Mint believe that they

Part of this confusion has re- 
sulted from the terminology used. 
For some reason or other the Ca- 
nadian government has not adopt- 
‘ed the term “proof” to describe 
its special coin strikings with mir- 
ror-like surfaces. Instead, the term 
“prooflike’ has been used... 


which is quite confusing as, in the 
United States, the term prooflike 
often refers to a regular uncircu- 
lated coin having a slightly mir- 
ror like surface... and not a reg- 
ular proof at all. 

Complicating the terminology 
st further is the fact that the offi- 

; cial Canadian government issuing 
agency is known as “Coins Uncir- 
culated”. We have received more 
than just a few inquiries asking if 
“Coins Uncirculated” was really 
the place to which orders for proof 
coins should be directed! 

In this article, the reference to 
Canadian ‘‘prooflike” sets will re- 
fer to sets which meet United

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Canadian Prooflike Sets 
Market History Recap 


States criteria for proof coins; 
have a full proof surface and are 
proof coins in the strictest sense 
of the word. 

In 1955 6,301 sets were order- 
ed ...aslight decline from the 
previous year. In 1956 the number 
spurted to 9,018 sets and in 1957 
to 11,862 sets. In 1958 a sharp 
jump to 18,259 sets was recorded 
_.. mainly because the sets of this 
year contained the popular “To- 
tem Pole dollar’ which was mint- 
ed in tremendous quantities for 
regular circulation as well as_ in 
proof condition for inclusion in the 
sets. This popular commemorative 
coin awakened many to the appeal 
of the Canadian prooflike set. 

In 1959 the number ordered was 
$1,577 sets . . . another sharp in- 
crease. 

-The word on Canadian prooflike 
set investment spread. Prior to 
1959 and 1960 there was nota 
great deal of interest in this coun- 
try. If one scans the Numismatic 
Scrapbook Magazine, The Numis- 
matist, The Numismatic News and 
other periodicals of this day one 
will find very little in the way of 
promotional or large display ad- 


-vertisements featuring these sets. 
All of the leading Canadian 
dealers at that time handled 
- prooflike sets... . but their adver- 


tisements mainly listed single sets 


offered as a service to their cus-. 


tomers. Offerings of large quan- 
tities such as 100 sets, 1,000, etc. 
were virtually unknown. 

In 1960 the Royal Canadian Mint 
produced 64,097 sets. These fig- 
ures were fairly widely publicized 
and caused much attention. About 
this time collectors in the United 
States in a large way sat up and 
started to take notice of the ap- 
preciation in value of earlier sets 


in this series. Investment interest 
began to develop on a large scale. 

Still, many collectors shied away 
from the Canadian sets due to 
their “foreign” status. The day in 
which foreign coins would become 
an active part of American numis- 
matics was still three or four years 
distant. 

One of the earliest investor ser- 


‘vices offering Canadian prooflike 
_ sets was that operated by well- 
-'. known dealer Mel Came of Dover, 


New Hampshire. Beginning in 
1961 Mel Came ran a bid and ask 
listing in his monthly advertise- 
ment in The Numismatic Scrap- 
book Magazine. A listing of that 
time offers prices as follows: 1954 
Canadian prooflike set $22.50; 
1955 Canadian prooflike set 
$19.00: 1956 Canadian  prooflike 
set $12.00; 1957 Canadian proof- 
like set $9.50; 1958 Canadian 
prooflike set $4.75: 1959 Canadian 
prooflike set $4.00; 1960 Canadian 
prooflike set $3.50; 1961 Canadian 
prooflike set $3.10. 

These listings by Mel Came and 
by a few others in the field gen- 
erated still further interest in Ca- 
nadian sets. In 1961 a record 98,- 
373 sets were coined. This was still 
a far cry from the mintage of 3,- 
028,244 sets sold in the United 
States that year by the  Phila- 
delphia Mint. By comparison Ca- 
nadian prooflike sets looked very 
attractive indeed! 


We were quite active in the mar- 
ket at that time and remember 
noting that a friend ordered 5,000 
sets from the Canadian Mint... 
despite many snickers and _ pessi- 
mistic predictions by his assoc- 
iates. In those days there was no 
limit on the number of sets order- 
ed. Subsequent events were to 
more than prove how right he was 
_..as the sets doubled, tripled and 
quadrupled in value. 

In 1962 the Royal Canadian 
Mint produced 200,950 sets. Prices 
continued to rise. There was now 
a substantial market in the United 
States . .. perhaps a larger mar- 
ket in the United States than 
there was in Canada at the time. 
By mid-1963 dealers were offer- 
ing the following: 1954 Canadian 
prooflike set $125,00; 1955 Ca- 
nadian prooflike set $80.00; 1956 
Canadian prooflike set $45.00; 
1957 Canadian prooflike_ set 
$28.00; 1958 Canadian  prooflike 
set $20.00; 1959 Canadian proof- 
like set $12.00; 1960 Canadian 
prooflike set $6.75; 1961 Canadian 
prooflike set $6.00; 1962 Canadian 
prooflike set $4.00; 1963 Cana- 
dian prooflike set $3.10. 

In the brief year and a_ half 
since the @anadian prooflike set 


has taken great strides" forward. 


In November 1963 Les Zeller and 
ourselves studied the Canadian 
prooflike market in detail and 
pointed out via “The Empire In- 
vestors Report’ the potential they 
held. At that time prices were as 
follows: 1954 Canadian prooflike 
set $180.00; 1955 Canadian proof- 
like set $175.00; 1956 Canadian 
prooflike set $63.00; 1957 Cana- 
dian prooflike set $42.50; 1958 Ca- 
nadian prooflike set $37.50; 1959 
Canadian prooflike set $22.50; 
1960 Canadian prooflike set 
$13.00: 1961 Canadian  prooflike 
set $12.00: 1962 Canadian proof- 
like set $6.50; 1963 Canadian 
prooflike set $3.95. In this latter 
illustration the prices were the re- 
tail prices being asked for Cana- 
dian sets in November 1963. 

Due to this article (due prob- 
ably in a very small part), the in- 
creased interest in foreign coins in 
general, the inception of the pub- 
lication Canada Coin News, the 
starting of a special Canadian sec- 
tion in Coin World, the evolution 
of numerous Teletype systems in- 
cluding systems in Canada, and 
other factors these sets have been 
called to the attention of hundreds 
of thousands of persons. No longer 
are they a select investment avail- 
able to a privileged few “in the 
know”. What the Royal Canadian 
Mint does these days is as much 
in the news as_ what the Phila- 
delphia Mint does. . 

Within the past year certain 
market influences not previously 
present have crept into the Ca- 
nadian market. The formation of 
syndicates, the spreading of false 
rumors, the listing in some in- 
stances of artificial prices . 
these and other unwelcome 
traits have turned up in the Ca- 
nadian prooflike set market as 
they have in other markets. Need- 
less to say, these practices are 
conducted only by a small fringe 
element minority and are certainly 


not representative of the rank of 
dealers as a group. 

The market has changed, parti- 
cularly with the recent news from 
a market of fairly orderly price in- 
crease to a full grown speculative 
market. Recent January 2nd 
events at the Canadian Mint prove 
this well. 

It is difficult to say what the 
future will be for Canadian proof- 
like sets. If the Canadian Mint 
does not press additional equip- 
ment into service or acquire add- 


itional equipment and continues to 
limit its set at the two million 
mark per year chances are excel- 
lent that anyone who is able to 
purchase sets to mint issue price 
will enjoy an attractive profit 
during the next few years. How- 
ever, the Royal Canadian Mint 
seems to be managed with a good 
business sense. They recently ex- 
panded their proof production fa- 
cilities to accommodate the present 
{wo million figure. If officials of 
the Canadian government and the 
Royal Mint have reason to believe 
that a strong demand exists for 
four million sets, five million sets 
or whatever,they may take the 
necessary steps to provide equip- 
ment for the minting of such sets. 


The raising of the mint issue price 
Pee 





this year to $4.00, up $1.00 in Ca- 
nadian funds from the previous 
price of $3.00, seems to have had 
little effect on the number order- 
ed, Perhaps the price will be rais- 
ed further . . . although we have 
no basis for stating this and this 
is merely conjecture. 

Before leaving the subject of 
Canadian prooflike sets we would 
be remiss in not including two 
“special situations” which may 
have affected the demand for 1965 
issues. First, the Philadelphia Mint 
announced that no United States 
proof coins would be minted dur- 
ing 1965. Much of this unrequited 
demand which inevitably would 
have gone to the United States 
mint has been transferred to the 
Canadian Mint. Undoubtedly, had 


the Philadelphia Mint offered 
proof sets this year the number 
of orders received by the Canada 
Mint would have been lower. It is 
only logical to assume that, bar- 
ring a broad increase in collector 
or investor interest, if the United 
S’ates mint resumes the issuance 
of proof coins the demand for new 
Canadian proof coins will be less- 
ened somewhat. The second factor 
is the basic interest held in the 
new 1965 Canadian coinage. The 
coinage will feature a revised efigy 
of Queen Elizabeth. This new por- 
trait, adopted in several other 
countries as well, has caused wide 
attention and is undoubtedly a 
factor, influence and demand .. . 
just as the 1958 Totem Pole com- 
memorative dollar increased the 
demand for 1958 Canadian proof- 
like sets and just as the 1964 spec- 
ial Charlottetown commemorative 
dollar whetted collector’s appeti- 
tes for the 1964 issues. A third, 
and possibly less important, factor 
is the new mint policy that no 
proof dollar will be issued separa- 
tely this vear. This vear they 
will have to order an entire set to 
obtain the desired dollar.
